ducers, traders and consumers. 


The department predicts 
there 


will be, a serious meat shortage in 
fhe spring. Congress, however, has 
turned down proposals that it be 
rationed by law. 


For this reason, the department 
was expected to ask the groups to 
bear down hardest on ways to cur- 
tail the use of meat.

1,100 India 
Terrorists 
Arrested 


New Delhi, Feb. 5 — (UP) — 
Police announced today that 
an- 


other 800 Hindu extremists 
have 


been arrested 
throughout • India, 


bringing to 1,100 the number taken 
into eustody since the 
assassina- 


tion of Mohandas K. Gandhi. 


More than 700 were rounded up 


in Bombay province for question- 
ing concerning the reported con- 
spiracy against Hinda leaders that 
brought about Gandhi's death. 
Pouce raids swept through 
all 


big cities in India in addition to 
Bombay province, including New 
Delhi, Calcutta, Benares, 
Madras 
and Bagalore. 


Eighty were arrested in New Del- 


hi, 20 in Calcutta, and 100 in Bom- 
bay. 
Results of the 
other 
raids 


were not announced. Twenty other 
extremists marked for arrest 
in 


Calcutta were reported • to 
have 


gone underground. 


Virtually all those arrested were 


members of the Hindu Mahasabha 
extremist 
organization and 
the 


Kashtriya Sevak Sangh, a 
semi- 


military Hindu youth organization, 
which were banned by the govern- 
ment after Gandhi's assassination. 


Most members of the RSS are 
children under 12. 


The ashes of Gandhi, meanwhile, 


remained in room 9 at Birla House, 
where he wa's shot, 
under 
the 


guard of his 
devoted 
followers. 


They will be committed to the holy 
waters of the Ganges river at Ai 
lahabad on Feb. 12. 


Gandhi's unburned bones, pre- 
served in a brass pot, also 
are 
under guard at Birla mansion. A 
movement is underway to 
have 
them enshrined in .a temple on the 
site of his ci-iamation beside 
the 
Jumna river, where his followers 
may come on pilgrimage.

(XP)— Nazi Gen. Johannes Blasko- 
witz leaped to his 
death 
today 


shortly before he was to go 
oh 


trial with 13 other German 
mili- 
tary leaders for war crimes. 


Biaskpwitz, 64, was a veteran of 
the Polish and Russian 
invasions 


and later commanded Nazi forces 
Jn the Netherlands. He broke away 
from a file of prisoners on the third 
tier of the high catwalks surround- 
ing the prison rotunda. 


As guards 
watched 
helplessly, 
the general clambered up a seven- 
foot wire fence and threw himself 
over it, hurtling 30 feet to a tile 
floor. 


He died in the 385th U. S. mili- 


tary hospital of a fractured chest 
and punctured lungs. 


His 
colleagues 
were 
escorted 


into the U. S. court for the twelfth 
and last war crimes trial to 
be 


held in Nuernberg. They are ac- 
cused of rearming for war even be- 
fore the rise of Hitler. 


Among th,e defendants are three 


field marshals, one admiral 
and 


nine other generals, all 
charged 


with crimes against peace and hu- 
manity. Prosecutors said this case 
might well "prove of greater im- 
portance to Germany 
than

other." 


The top defendant is Field Mar- 
shal Wilhelm 
Ritter 
Von Leeb, 


who was an army group command- 
er in the invasion of France. 


Blaskowitz 
had 
been 
charged 


with causing the deaths of prison- 
ers of war and civilians in Poland, 
when he commanded the German 
Eighth Army. He had pleaded in- 
nocent on his arraignment Dec. 30. 


The 13 remaining military lead- 
ers are being tried by an ail-Amer- 
ican court.
